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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 7 has been rejected because nowhere in the specification or the drawings discloses 
a second section residing distal to the first section along the length of the catheter. The Examiner 
believes that the Applicant's representative meant that the second section resides proximal to the 
first section. If this is not correct the Applicant's representative must discloses drawings 
showing the other embodiment. Then, if there is another embodiment the Examiner is allowed to 
make a restriction requirement if is necessary. New matter is not permitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Garrison et al 
US Patent 6,425,916 Bl. 

Garrison et al discloses an implantable system comprising a method of delivering a 
valvular system using a catheter comprising at least to sections. The first section having a 
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valvular prosthesis covered by a sheath and the second section having an inflatable balloon. 
Regarding the steps, see the following: 

• Regarding lines 5-7, see Fig. 13. 

• Regarding lines 10-1 1, species of Fig. 14 doesn't show step but is similar to steps of Figs. 
16-18.
